LIST  OF  DIPLOMATIC  AND  SCOTTISH  DOCUMENTS 
AND  OF  PAPAL  BULLS. 

INTRODUCTION. 

The  documents  included  in  the  following  lists  have  no  organic  connexion  and  ari 
brought  together  here  because  they  are  all  concerned  more  or  less  with  Foreign  relations 
public  or  private.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Diplomatic  and  Scottish  Documents 
coming  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Receipt  of  the  Exchequer  are  listed  separately  froir 
those  derived  from  the  Tower  of  London  and  therefore  assigned  to  the  Chancery  records  : 
whereas  the  Papal  Bulls,  from  whatever  source  derived,  form  a single  list. 

The  general  plan  of  the  lists  is  as  follows  : — 

The  date  given  in  the  left-hand  column  is  the  “ historical  ” date,  the  year  beginning 
on  1st  January  ; but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  reduce  the  dates  of  the  relatively  few 
documents  later  than  1582  to  a uniform  style.  Dates  obtained  by  inference  are  placed  within 
square  brackets,  in  other  cases  the  date  is  expressed  in  the  document,  but  not  necessarily 
in  the  form  in  which  it  appears  in  the  list.  The  place  of  dating  is  also  given  in  its  modern 
form  when  known. 

Both  personal  and  place-names  are  occasionally  modified  in  the  descriptions  in  order 
to  make  them  more  easy  of  recognition.  Notes  on  the  condition  of  the  document  or  the 
presence  of  seals  are  in  italics.  References  are  given  to  documents  printed  in  Rymer’s 
Foedera  by  the  date  under  which  they  occur  in  Hardy's  Syllabus , when,  as  sometimes 
happens,  the  document  is  misdated  in  Foedera.  In  some  cases,  however,  a detailed 
reference  is  given  either  to  the  Record  Commission  reprint  or  to  the  original  edition  ” (after 
1377).  A list  of  the  works  in  which  printed  versions  of  the  documents  may  be  sought, 
and  of  the  abbreviations  employed,  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Introduction.  In  other  cases 
the  references  are  sufficiently  full  to  enable  the  books  mentioned  to  be  identified.  [5J 

Many  of  the  documents  have  formed  part  of  earlier  collections  now  broken  up,  and 
the  previous  references  to  them  have  been  indicated  when  possible. 

It  should  be  remarked  that  the  Diplomatic  Documents  (Exch.  T.R.)  and  Scottish 
Documents  (Exch.  T.R.)  and  the  Papal  Bulls  form  separate  classes  and  should  be  written 
for  under  those  names  ; while  the  Diplomatic  and  Scottish  Documents  of  the  Chancery 
are  part  of  the  Miscellanea  of  the  Chancery,  and  the  numbers  in  the  right-hand  margin 
in  heavy  type  show  which  bundle  of  the  Miscellanea  is  to  be  written  for  in  each  case. 

A few  documents  are  listed  twice  ; when,  for  instance,  an  exemplification  has  been  made 
the  description  is  repeated  under  the  date  of  the  exemplification.  Sometimes  also  docu- 
ments which  are  of  a diplomatic  nature  and  concern  other  countries  have  been  classified 
as  Scottish  ; in  these  cases  the  marginal  reference  shows  under  what  class  they  will  be 
found. 

I.— DIPLOMATIC  DOCUMENTS  (EXCHEQUER). 

The  nucleus  of  this  collection  existed  from  very  early  times  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Exchequer.  A Kalendar  of  its  contents  in  1323  was  made  by  order  of  Walter  de  Stapledon, 
bishop  of  Exeter,  treasurer  of-  the  Exchequer,  and  is  printed  in  Sir  Francis  Palgrave’s 
“ Ancient  Kalendars  and  Inventories  of  the  Treasury  of  His  Majestj^’s  Exchequer  ” 
(London,  1836),  Vol.  I,  pp.  1-155.  We  learn  from  Stapledon’s  preface  that  these  docu- 
ments had  before  that  date  been  transferred  “ from  person  to  person  and  from  place  to 
place,  as  from  the  Wardrobe  to  the  Chancery,  from  the  Chancery  to  the  Exchequer,  and 
thence  to  the  Receipt  of  the  Exchequer,  and  perchance  to  unfit  persons,  ' until  the  King, 
at  his  instance,  had  them  put  away  in  definite  places  distinguished  by  letters  of  the 
alphabet  and  provided  with  a proper  repertory,  or  Kalendar. 

The  Diplomatic  Documents  were  only  a portion  of  the  collection  thus  dealt  with, 
which  included  26  parcels  of  Papal  Bulls,  the  title-deeds  of  crown  lands  and  advowsons, 
bonds,  receipts,  and  other  financial  documents,  inventories  of  the  contents  of  the  Treasury, 
ioyal  wills,  indulgences,  and  documents  relating  to  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  Wales. 

An  earlier  Kalendar,  of  which  the  preface  only  has  been  printed  by  M.  Eugene  Deprez 
in  “ Melanges  d’Histoire  offerts  a M.  Charles  Bemont  ” (Paris,  1911),  was  likewise  made  by 
Stapledon’s  orders  in  1322,  to  deal  with  the  Papal  Bulls  and  other  documents  relating 
to  France  and  English  possessions  in  Guienne.  This  is  not  included  in  the  volume 
printed  by  Palgrave.

gl  References  to  Foedera  do  not  access* rik(  impln  that  Rqmer  prints 
the  Document  in  -pull,  or  that  his  test  is  derived  from  this  particular 
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It  seems  clear  from  a note  in  the  Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer  (f.  15),  and  from  certain 
passages  in  the  “ Memoranda  of  the  Treasury  ” of  the  reign  of  Edward  III  (Palgrave, 
op.  cit.  I,  pp.  182,  186,  197)  that  the  documents  relating  to  France  and  Guienne  were  kept 
at  the  Tower,  presumably  in  the  chamber  adjoining  the  “ Black  Hall  ” (of  which  the 
Keeper  of  the  Wardrobe  had  the  keys  in  1321),  and  the  others  at  Westminster.  They 
were  probably  reunited  in  the  early  years  of  Richard  II. 

The  documents  to  rvhich  this  list  particularly  relates  were,  at  some  date  not  clearly 
fixed,  packed  in  “ xvtene  buckram  bagges  ” which,  together  with  “ two  great  boxes  ” 
(presumably  those  now  preserved  in  the  museum  of  the  Public  Record  Office  and  numbered 
XX  and  XXI),  were  placed  “ in  twoe  chestes  under  the  window  ” in  the  Fourth  Treasury, 
or  Treasury  of  Leagues,  in  the  cloister  of  Westminster  Abbey.  They  are  described  in 
the  “ Compendium  ” of  Arthur  Agarde,  made  in  1610  (Palgrave,  op.  cit.  II,  pp.  311-335) 
to  the  MS.  (Agarde’s  Indexes  No.  44)  of  which  is  appended  a list  of  the  Treaties.  This 
list  is  omitted  by  Palgrave,  but  the  Summary  Table  appended  to  it  was  printed  in  Thomas 
Powell’s  “ Repertorie  of  Records  ” (London,  1631).  The  Treasury  in  which  they  were 
kept  is  described  as  “ locked  with  5 stronge  keyes  and  within  two  stronge  double  dores  ” 
and  was  clearly  the  safest  of  the  four  treasuries  in  the  charge  of  the  Treasurer  and  Chamber- 
lains of  the  Exchequer.  The  treaties  are  mentioned  in  the  Record  Commission  report 
of  1800  as  in  the  Chapter  House  Record  Office.  The  arrangement  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  altered  otherwise  than  by  the  addition  of  some  treaties  dated  between  1598  and  1624. 
In  1718,  the  Deputy-Chamberlains  reported  to  the  Lords  Committees  “ that  the  Foreign 
Leagues,  &c.  have  lain  promiscuously  some  years  in  Chests,  but  it  would  be  more  con- 
venient if  they  were  digested  and  put  into  Wainscot  Presses.”  It  may  be  assumed  that  this 
was  not  done,  since  in  1832  John  Caley,  keeper  of  the  Chapter  House  records,  who  had 
succeeded  George  Rose,  reported  to  the  Record  Commissioners  that  “ when  he 
entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office  in  1818,  he  found  great  neglect  had  prevailed  in  various 
respects  : many  large  chests  filled  with  valuable  documents,  for  want  of  being  occasionally 
opened  for  the  admission  of  fresh  air,  were  found  to  have  their  contents  mouldering  and 
in  a state  of  utter  decay,  so  that  many  of  them  that  were  written  on  paper  crumbled  into 
dust  at  the  touch.  . . . Among  the  valuable  documents  thus  neglected  were  the 

Original  Wills  of  the  Kings,  Richard  II,  Henry  V,  Henry  VII,  and  Henry  VIII  ; besides 
some  valuable  foreign  Treaties,  with  golden  seals  appendant,  and  many  Papal  Bulls. 
Amongst  them  was  the  Bull  of  Pope  Clement  VII,  confirming  the  Title  of  Defender  of 
the  Faith  to  King  Henry  VIII,  with  its  seal  of  gold.”  (General  Report  on  the  Public 
Records,  1837.) 

The  Treaties  and  other  Diplomatic  documents  were  taken  into  the  custody  of  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  in  1840  and  removed  to  the  Public  Record  Office  in  1859-62.  A new 
list,  compiled  by  Mr.  E.  Salisbury,  was  issued  in  two  instalments  in  1885-7  (45th  and 
48th  Reports  of  the  Deputy-Keeper).  The  documents  had  then  been  re-numbered,  and 
some  other  similar  documents  found  in  the  Chapter  House  had  been  added,  making  the 
number  of  documents  1,205,  packed  in  45  boxes.  A supplementary  series  numbered 
from  1,206  to  1,441,  in  5 boxes,  was  listed  separately,  many  of  the  documents  being 
“ diplomatic  in  a somewhat  subordinate  sense,”  and  some  even  belonging  more  properly 
to  the  class  of  “ Correspondence.”  Some  of  these  seem  to  have  been  omitted  from  the 
earlier  portion  of  the  list  because  they  were  included’ in  the  “ Calendar  of  Letters  and 
Papers  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.” 

Between  1886  and  1898,  a great  quantity  of  early  Exchequer  records,  hitherto  un- 
described, was  examined  and  classified,  and  thus  the  number  of  Diplomatic  documents 
was  raised  to  1,746.  The  documents  added  were  not  all  from  the  Chapter  House,  some, 
at  all  events,  being  from  the  King’s  Remembrancer's  department  of  the  Exchequer. 

It  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  describe  the  documents  in  great  detail.  Very 
many  are  printed  in  Rymer’s  Foedera,  and  of  the  others  the  majority  are  already  fully 
described  in  Mr.  Salisbury’s  list,  while  those  since  added  are  mostly  of  a subordinate 
character.  The  numerical  references  are  unaltered,  except  that  the  arrangement 
in  boxes  has  been  abandoned  so  that  the  document  number  alone  is  now  needed  for 
production. 

SCOTTISH  DOCUMENTS  (EXCHEQUER). 

The  history  of  the  Scottish  Documents  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  of  the  Diplo- 
matic and  need  not  be  repeated.  In  Agarde’s  Kalendar  of  1610  they  appear  as  follows  : — - 

“ In  twoe  great  wod  chests  on  the  left  hand.  Leagues  and  treaties  betwixt  England 
and  Scotland  put  into  boxes,  and  kalendred  into  this  booke.”  Agarde’s  list  (with  certain 
additions)  is  printed  in  Sir  Joseph  Ayloffe’s  “ Calendars  of  Ancient  Charters,  &c  ” (London, 
1277,)  pp.  287-325. 


These  documents  were  arranged  and  listed  by  William  Illingworth  in  1806-7  and  were 
then  found  to  be  much  decayed  as  compared  with  their  state  when  calendared  by  Agarde. 
Illingworth’s  list  was  privately  printed  by  Sir  Thomas  Phillipps  in  1840.  Another 
inventory  was  made  in  1844-5  by  J.  T.  Jowett  comprising  470  pieces. 

The  arrangement  then  made,  with  some  trifling  alterations,  still  subsists.  When  the 
documents  were  transferred  to  the  Public  Record  Office  in  1859,  they  were  packed  in  101 
portfolios  and  boxes,  many  of  the  documents  with  seals  having  boxes  to  themselves. 
Another  box  has  since  been  added,  containing  some  documents  previously  in  Box  95,  and 
about  20  more  which  were  added  about  1890  from  other  Chapter  House  classes,  or 
from  the  King’s  Remembrancer’s  department.  Besides  these  some  more  fragments  of 
chronicles  have  been  identified  and  added  to  Box  100.  The  new  list  contains  approximately 
900  references,  but  the  majority  of  the  additions  are  due  to  documents  having  been  listed 
in  detail  which  were  grouped  together  in  the  old  list.  Very  many  of  these  documents, 
like  the  Diplomatic  Documents,  have  been  printed  in  Foedera  or  elsewhere,  or  fully 
described  in  Bain’s  “ Calendar.” 

Keys  have  been  prepared  to  the  documents  printed  by  Palgrave  and  Stevenson  and 
are  deposited  in  the  Search  Rooms  at  the  Public  Record  Office.  A copy  of  Bain’s 
“ Calendar,”  in  the  same  place,  has  been  annotated  so  as  to  show  the  modern  references  to 
all  documents  which  have  been  moved  since  his  Calendar  was  made. 

DIPLOMATIC  DOCUMENTS  (CHANCERY). 

The  class  of  Diplomatic  Documents  (Chancery),  unlike  those  previously  described,  is 
of  modern  constitution  and  arises  from  the  sortation  of  Chancery  records  which  took 
place  about  1890.  Before  that  date,  there  had  existed  various  collections,  the  result  of 
successive  efforts  at  the  classification  of  the  records  formerly  preserved  in  the  Tower  of 
London,  the  largest  of  which  was  known  as  “ Chancery  Files.”  Some  of  these  were 
original  files  ; others  had  been  formed  as  early  as  the  17th  century  in  an  attempt  to 
separate  the  more  valuable  records  from  the  rubbish.  The  contents  of  the  class  were 
extremely  miscellaneous,  including  writs,  warrants,  petitions,  miscellaneous  corre- 
spondence, and  many  other  things.  There  were  also  in  1886  about  100  sacks  of 
unsorted  documents,  many  of  them  of  early  date.  Of  the  classified  records,  the  most 
important  are  described  in  the  report  of  Thomas  Astle  to  the  Record  Commissioners  in 
1800.  They  were  : — 

Petitions  in  Parliament.  Edw.  I to  1477. 

[These  are  the  materials  for  the  printed  “ Rolls  of  Parliament.”] 

Petitions  to  the  King  and  Council  in  the  reigns  of  Edward  I,  II,  and  III. 

Miscellaneous  Records  relating  to  the  affairs  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  Normandy, 
and  to  the  raising  of  Scutages,  Subsidies,  &c.  10  bundles. 

Privy  Seals.  Edward  I to  Richard  III. 

A similar  return  was  made  by  Henry  Petrie  in  1832,  which  gives  in  addition  : — 

Royal  Letters  and  State  Papers.  John  to  Richard  III. 

Miscellaneous  Rolls,  including  instruments  relating  to  treaties,  truces,  and  infractions 
of  peace,  chiefly  between  England  and  France  ; Mercantile  Affairs  ; Foreign 
Possessions  of  the  Crown,  &c. 

The  sortation  made  about  1890  produced  considerable  additions  to  all  these  collec- 
tions. It  was  found  at  the  same  time  that  these  collections  themselves  were  not  uniform 
in  composition,  but  included  many  documents  which  were  not  covered  by  the  class-names 
which  they  bore.  The  old  classes  were  therefore  broken  up  and  new  classes  formed  in 
which  the  fresh  material  could  be  incorporated,  the  documents  previously  wrongly  classified 
being  taken  out  and  re-sorted.  Thus  arose  the  Ancient  Petitions,  Ancient  Correspondence, 
and  Chancery  Warrants.  A class  of  “ Diplomatic  Documents  (Chancery)  ” was  formed 
at  the  same  time,  into  which  were  put  the  so-called  “ State  Papers  ” ; and  all  documents 
dealing  with  foreign  affairs  or  persons,  which  were  neither  letters,  petitions,  or  warrants, 
together  with  some  which  were  rather  of  a political  than  a diplomatic  nature,  were  thrown 
into  this  new  class.  When  complete,  it  included  506  large,  and  964  smaller  documents, 
of  which  a MS.  list  was  made  about  1896.  About  1908  this  class  (which  was  subdivided 
into  Foreign  Relations,  Guienne,  Ponthieu  and  Calais  ; Home  Affairs  ; and  Ireland)  was 
incorporated  with  the  Miscellanea  of  the  Chancery,  bundles  27  to  32  being  assigned  to 
Diplomatic  Documents,  corresponding  with  the  “ Foreign  Relations  ” of  the  previous 


list,  while  the  other  sections  of  the  old  class  were  assigned  to  other  bundles  of  the  Mis- 
cellanea. The  documents  thus  transferred  together  with  others  since  found  and  added  to 
the  same  bundles  are  described  here. 

While  these  documents  were  at  the  Tower,  a large  number  of  them  were  transcribed 
for  Louis-Georges  Oudart-Feudrix  de  Brequigny,  who  obtained  permission  to  employ  two 
copyists  there  in  the  autumn  of  1785.  He  describes  them  as  “ pieces  proprement  originales, 
rassemblees  sans  ordre  dans  des  paquets  conserves  sans  soin,  et  souvent  fort  endommages.” 
(Lettres  de  Hois,  I,  p.  xcviii).  Brequigny’s  transcripts  were  transferred  to  the  Biblio- 
theque  Nationale  in  1796,  two  years  after  his  death,  and  now  form  Nos.  625-733  of  the 
Collection  Moreau,  which  contains  the  transcripts  collected  for  the  “ Cabinet  des  Chartes  ” 
which  was  intended  to  be  the  basis  of  a French  “ Rymer.”  A selection  from  them  was 
printed  in  the  “ Documents  Inedits  ” in  two  volumes  entitled  “ Lettres  de  Rois,  Reines  et 
autres  personnages  des  Cours  de  France  et  d’Angleterre  depuis  Louis  VII  jusqu'a  Henri  IV 
tirees  des  Archives  de  Londres  par  Brequignv  et  publiees  par  M.  Champollion-Figeac.” 
Paris.  1839-47. 

Some  of  these  documents  were  also  transcribed  from  the  “ State  Paper  Box  ” at  the 
Tower  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Stevenson  in  1834-5,  and  others  are  included  in  some  volumes 
of  transcripts  of  “ Ancient  Correspondence  ” of  the  same  date  (Record  Commission  Trans- 
scripts,  Series  II,  vols.  12-14  and  33).  These  copies  were  made  for  a proposed  supple- 
ment to  Rymer’s  Foedera,  and  are  sometimes  useful  as  recording  the  condition  in  which 
the  documents  were  at  the  time  when  they  were  made. 

SCOTTISH  DOCUMENTS  (CHANCERY). 

What  has  already  been  said  about  Diplomatic  Documents  (Chancery)  applies  for  the 
most  part  to  the  Scottish  Documents  as  well.  When  Joseph  Bain  began  his  “ Calendar 
of  Documents  relating  to  Scotland,”  in  1879,  a considerable  number  of  the  loose  documents 
in  the  Tower  had  been  collected  together  and  placed  in  files  or  portfolios.  The  documents 
printed  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Stevenson  in  1870  were  put  together  as  No.  474  of  the  Tower 
“ Miscellaneous  Rolls,”  others  formed  No.  459  of  the  same  series.  Others  were  in  Nos.  11 
and  41  of  the  “ Chancery  Miscellaneous  Portfolios/’  There  was  also  a small  collection 
of  documents  which  had  been  facsimiled  for  the  “ National  MSS.  of  Scotland,”  1867-71. 
In  the  sortation  which  took  place  about  1890,  such  of  these  as  belonged  more  properly  to 
the  new  classes  of  Ancient  Petitions,  Ancient  Correspondence,  &c.,  were  removed,  and  the 
remainder,  including  other  documents  calendared  by  Bain,  made  up  into  a set  of  files, 
known  as  “ Bain's  Documents  ” or  “ Scottish  Documents  (Chancery).”  These,  with  other 
miscellaneous  documents  of  the  same  nature  were  assigned  to  Bundle  22  of  the  Chancery 
Miscellanea,  the  Tower  duplicates  of  the  “ Magnus  Rotulus  Scotiae  ” and  the  “ Homage 
Rolls  ” being  made  into  Bundle  23.  The  old  order  of  the  documents  in  the  files  has  not 
been  altered,  the  numbered  documents  being  arranged  according  to  their  old  numbers, 
and  the  others  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  listed  by  Bain.  As  many  of  them  are 
undated,  and  it  has  sometimes  been  necessary  to  correct  Bain’s  conjectural  dates,  the 
volume  and  number  of  Bain’s  abstracts  has  been  added  in  each  case,  as  well  as  the  usual 
references  to  documents  printed  in  full. 

PAPAL  BULLS. 

The  list  of  Papal  Bulls  comprises  all  the  documents  contained  in  the  class  entitled 
“ Papal  Bulls  and  analogous  documents,”  and  all  other  original  Bulls  known  to  exist  in 
the  Public  Record  Office. 

The  class  is  itself  composite  and  is  made  up  as  follows  : — 

Bundles 

1-34  Papal  Bulls  from  the  Chapter  House  (Treasury  of  the  Receipt  of  the  Exchequer) 
arranged  alphabetically  under  the  names  of  the  Popes. 

35  A supplementary  collection  from  the  same  source. 

36  A bundle  of  Notarial  exemplifications  of  Bulls  made  early  in  the  14th  century, 

from  the  same  source. 

37  Bulls  of  various  Popes  from  the  Rolls  Chapel  (Chancery). 

38-62  Bulls  from  the  Tower  (Chancery),  arranged  alphabetically.  These  are  in  worse 
condition  than  those  from  the  Chapter  House. 

63  Bulls  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII,  mostly  from  Wolsey’s  collection.  Presumably 

from  the  Chapter  House. 

64  Bulls  from  various  sources  (Nos.  1-17  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  the  remainder, 

Augmentation  Office,  State  Papers,  Henry  VIII,  &c.). 


The  history  of  these  several  collections  is,  of  course,  different.  That  of  the  Chapter 
House  Bulls  is  the  same,  mutatis  mutandis,  as  that  of  the  Diplomatic  and  Scottish  documents 
from  the  same  repository.  The  Kalendar  of  1323  (see  above)  gives  descriptions  sufficiently 
detailed  to  enable  us  to  identify  many  of  the  earlier  Bulls  mentioned  in  it  with  those  in 
bundles  1-34.  Some  of  the  most  interesting,  however,  were  acquired  by  Sir  Robert  Cotton 
about  the  beginning  of  the  17th  century,  and  passed  with  his  library  to  the  British  Museum 
(MS.  Cotton,  Cleop.  E.i).*  The  Chapter  House  collection  was  fully  examined  by  Rymer,  who 
printed  most  of  its  contents  in  Foedera.  It  was  removed  to  the  Rolls  House  in  1843  and 
to  the  Public  Record  Office  in  1854.  It  comprised  906  documents  in  107  bundles,  not 
including  the  Golden  Bull  of  Clement  VII. 

“ Popes’  Bulls,  and  Original  Letters  from  Foreign  Princes  ” are  mentioned  in  Richard 
Topham’s  report  of  1719  as  preserved  in  the  Wakefield  Tower  at  the  Tower  of  London  and 
they  reappear  in  the  reports  of  1800  and  1832.  Prynne  printed  some  of  them  in  the  third 
volume  of  his  “ Exact  demonstration  of  our  King’s  Supreme  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction  ” 
in  1670,  but  Rymer  does  not  se.em  to  have  used  them.  A calendar  was  made,  probably 
by  James  Stewart,  about  the  middle  of  the  18th  century,  and  is  printed  in  Sir  Joseph 
Ayloffe’s  “ Calendars  of  the  Ancient  Charters,  &c.,  now  remaining  in  the  Tower  of  London  ” 
(London,  1772),  pp.  55-61,  showing  a series  of  Bulls  from  Innocent  III  to  Martin  V.  Some 
of  them  were  used  by  Brequigny,  in  1785.  A new  inventory  was  made  in  1840,  and  printed 
in  1844  (5th  Rep.  of  Deputy-Keeper,  app.  II,  p.  45,  and  shows  185  Bulls  and  13  schedules, 
dated  from  Innocent  III  to  Nicholas  V.  This  collection  was  removed  to  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  1856. 

The  history  of  the  smaller  groups  is  less  clear.  Those  from  the  Rolls  Chapel  continue 
the  Tower  series,  and  were  no  doubt  subsidiary  to  warrants  for  the  issue  of  Letters  Patent 
for  the  restitution  of  temporalities. 

Others,  like  those  from  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  and  the  Augmentation  Office,  are 
derived  from  private  muniments,  those  of  the  House  of  Lancaster  and  of  various  religious 
houses.  Wolsey’s  Bulls  were  at  one  time  in  the  Chapter  House,  and  thence  passed  to 
the  State  Papers.  The  Chapter  House  also  contained  the  muniments  of  the  smaller 
religious  houses  suppressed  by  Wolsey  in  1525,  and  of  the  priories  of  St.  Pancras,  Lewes 
and  Christ  Church  or  Holy  Trinity,  London,  including  a good  many  Bulls.  Two  Bulls, 
Nos.  40  and  41  of  Bundle  64,  seem  to  have  been  acquired  from  some  German  source  by 
Sir  Thomas  Hardy,  and  not  to  be,  properly  speaking,  Public  Records. 

All  these  collections  were  amalgamated,  and  a list  (ending  with  Bundle  64,  No.  17)  was 
completed  in  MS.  in  1887.  Since  then  Nos.  18-71  have  been  added  from  various  sources. 
Shorter  descriptions  have  been  written,  and  arranged  chronologically  instead  of  in  the 
order  of  the  bundles.  The  new  list  also  gives  the  Latin  Incipit  in  each  case,  and  indicates 
the  diplomatic  character  of  the  documents  in  the  following  manner  : — 

(i)  Great  Bulls  (with  subscriptions,  Rota,  Benevalete,  &c.)  are  so  described  at  the 

end  of  the  abstracts. 

(ii)  Bulls'  not  addressed  to  individuals,  and  distinguished  by  the  words  Ad  Perpetuam 

(or  Futuram)  Rei  Memoriam  before  the  Incipit,  are  indicated  by  printing  these 
words. 

(iii)  Small  Bulls,  or  “ letters  of  grace,”  to  which  the  Bullae  were  attached  by  silk  strings 

are  so  described  when  the  string  or  any  of  it  has  survived.  When  the  Bulla 
and  string  are  missing,  the  name  of  the  pope  is  printed  in  capitals,  as  it  is 
written  in  the  Bull. 

(iv)  Small  Bulls,  or  “ letters  of  justice,”  to  which  the  Bullae  were  attached  by  hemp 

strings,  have  the  Pope’s  name  in  ordinary  type. 

A certain  number  of  Bulls  of  this  last  class  have  been  so  folded  that  the  string  bearing 
the  leaden  seal  could  be  passed  through  all  the  folds,  piercing  both  the  upper  and  the  lower 
margins  of  the  Bull,  and  rendering  it  impossible  to  read  the  contents  without  cutting 
either  the  parchment  or  the  string.  These  were  known  as  Bullae  Clausae  and  are  so 
described  in  Stapledon’^  Kalendar.  They  are  here  called  “ Letters  Close.” 

Documents  which,  though  not  original  Bulls,  are  included  in  the  class  of  “ Papal  Bulls 
and  analogous  documents,”  are  briefly  described  under  their  own  dates  ; but  the  substance 
of  the  Bulls  exemplified  or  quoted  in  them  will  be  found  under  the  respective  dates  of 
those  Bulls,  with  an  intimation  of  the  nature  of  the  copy.  In  a number  of  cases  the  original 
Bull  remains  as  well  as  one  or  more  exemplifications. 


The  lists  in  this  volume  have  been  compiled  by  Messrs.  C.  Johnson,  J.  B.  W.  Chapman, 
S.  C.  Ratcliff,  M.  C.  B.  Dawes  and  J.  J.  O’Reilly  of  the  Public  Record  Office,  with  some 
assistance  from  Mr.  E.  Elgey  who  retired  from  the  same  office  in  1914. 

Note. — MS.  Cott.  Cleop.  E.  i-iii,  and  Vit.  B.  ii-xi.  seem  to  contain  the  Bulls  and  Briefs  which  Cotton 
acquired,  presumably  through  Agarde,  from  the  Chapter  House.
